A MATTER OF PULL,. 

In order to be able to fly to the moon and escape the earth's pull of gravity, 
a space ship would have to fly at a speed of 7Yi miles per second,. 450 
miles a minute, or 27,000 miles an hour. Furthermore, the traveler visiting 
the moon would have to take along not only his own air, but also heating 
and refrigerating devices. The temperature there varies from 200 degrees 
above zero to 200 degrees below. 
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STICK AROUND AND SEE 

In the year 1866 the entire month of February did not 
show a single full moon at any time. The months of 
January and March of that year had two full moons 
each. A similar heavenly display is not expected to 
happen again for some two and a half million years.

While a total eclipse of the sun takes place somewhere on an average of 
every seventeen months, countless millions of persons have lived and 
died without ever seeing one. For instance, no total eclipse was seen in 
London between 1115 and 1715, a period of 600 years. 






THE ATTACKERS FROM MARS 

On February 12, 1949, a radio station in Quito, Ecua3or, presented a 
dramatized broadcast of H. G. Wells novel "War of the Worlds," in which 
invading troops from the planet Mars attacked the country. So realistic was 
the program that thousands of listeners left their homes and places of 
business, believing that they were actually being attacked. When they later 
learned the story was a fictitious one, enraged mobs of citizens converged 
on the broadcasting studio, burned the building to the ground, and caused 
the program participants to flee for their lives. Police and military troops 
finally succeeded in restoring order.
